Group I, claim(s) 22-30, drawn to a procedure for the increase of the nutrient-bio-availability of 
vital substance in a test person that wishes such an increase for improvement of wellbeing, which 
includes the administration of a nutritiously active quantity of at least one nutritional additive 
and a quantity of galactomannan and/or glucomannan. 

Group II, claim(s) 31-33, drawn to an application of polysaccharides, such as galactomannans, 
glucomannans. 

Group III, claim(s) 34-41, drawn to a polysaccharide characterized by a granulate contains a 
multitude of granulate particules. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: As Fritsche et al (DE 4343947 Al) teaches the 
technical feature of polysaccharides such as galactomannans, galactoglucomannans, derivatives 
of galactomannans or galactoglucomannans, guar gum, xanthans, etc.. The polysaccharide 
particles are in the form of a powder, granulate or flakes with a particle size of 100-250 
micrometres (see Abstract), therefore, there is no special technical feature in the application.

Accordingly the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept under PCT Rule 
13.1., and therefore lack of unity of invention exists.
